| Þ anſwer to yours, I am afraid the Doctor 


don't mean honeſtly ; for he ſpeaks that 


concerning the Revolution that don't convince, 


for it is not true. He is for keeping the old 


baffled Cauſe of Paſſive-Obedience and Non-Re- 


ſiſtance to the Church ſafe and ſound, when it is 
plain they left it, as appears by their inviting o- 
ver end joining the Prince of Orange, who came 


with Force and Arms to purſue the Ends of his 


Declaration, and to ſmite under the fifth Rib all 
that oppos'd him, If King James had ſtaid with 


his Army at Salisbury, and eppes d him, no body 


doubts but the Doctor, but he would have 


repel'd Force with Force; for elſe how could he 
have got a Free Parliament choſe? But the Doc- 
tor would have it that the Prince, and the Noble- 
men and Gentlemen that were with him, came 
cover a mumming, or elſe like a Band of Quakers

Doctor is not nice in his Diſtinctions, for there is 
a vaſt difference between a Title by Conqueſt, and
